Moore Cornea Here 


While this investigation was on 


an interesting figure came to Mad- 
ison. in the person of John T. Moore 
who had been a novelist of Tenesee 
and at present director of a large 
library in that state who came to 
request the return to Tennessee of 
certain original papers relating to 
the history of that state. Mr. Moore 
spent several weeks here going over 
their papers, had several 
confer- 


ences with curators and officers of 
the society and the governor and 
left no stone unturned to obtain his 
object. 
He realized that he could 


make no legal claim for the papers 
passed to the society by direct will 
from Secretary Draper and there- 
fore puts the claim . on moral and 
Imtimental grounds which is felt 
are equally hard to resist. - He holds 
that such papers are of far more 
interest to Tennesee than to Wi»- 


ables. One of his adventures was 
to attempt farming in northern Mis- 
sissippi with a young college friend 
Larrabee. After a year or two of 
primitive life they abandoned the 
farm and in the course of time Lar- 
rabee became a prominent lawyer 
and judge in Wisconsin. 


When the question of a secretary 


of the society was considered, Lar- 
rabee thought of his friend Draper 
as the ideal man for the job and se- 
cured his services. Draper had al- 
ready spent many years roaming 
through the -states of the Ohio Val- 
ley and adjoining and had accum- 
ulated much of that immense and 
invaluable store of manuscripts, let- 
ters, diaries and interviews which he 
stored with a rich relative in Phila- 
delphia with whom he made liis 
home. About tho time the society 
was organized this relative, Mr. 
Remsen, died and shortly afterwards 
Mr. Draper married his widow who 
was his cousin and in 1852 they 
came to Madison. From that time j 
until 1886 Mr. Draper was secre-j 
tary of the Wisconsin Historical So- 
ciety. He resigned that year and 
was succeeded by his assistant Reu- 
ben S. Thwaites, who died in 1912 
and who was in turn succeeded by 
the present superintendent M. M. 
Quaife. Dr. Draper died in 1891. 


Small Book Case 


In the museum in the state his- 


torical society there is a small case 
of books some thirty fn number 
which was the nucleus around which 
Draper built the present 
library. 


Within a year after he came Dr. 
Draper had obtained 1,000 volumes 
and manuscripts for the. society and 
als'o numerous newspaper files. For 
a time this was stored in a building 
whero the Bell Telephone Company 
stands. Later the society moved to. _._„„ 
the state capilol and some twenty: 1<1Kbi 
years or so ago moved to its pres- j 
ent magnificent home in the univer-] 
sity end of the town.

Travelled 60,000 Miles 


In making his collections Mr. 


Draper travelled about 60,000 miles 
on foot and by any means of con- 
veyance that could be obtained and 
often had many adventures and nar- 
row escapes because of primitive 
.ways of life and travel. Often he 
would etay for weeks with certain 
families. He appeared on the scene, 
just in time to save thousands of] 
valuable manuscripts from destruc-l 
tion and to interview pioneers and- 
notables before they .died. 
These 


manuscripts he often found in at- 
tics, in old bureaus, ash barrels and 
basements and obtained them in var- 
ious ways as gifts and as loans. 


Among such collections are the 


letters and-papers of Daniel Boone 
and General .Thomas Sumter and 
Simon .Kenton and many of the 
-Charles Rogers Clark papers. . It 
was Draper's original idea to write 
a serie* of lives but he became so 
absorbed in the passion of collecting- 
that.he did not'get down to writing' 
anything" to speak of and.the great 
colUetion.which he left to the soci- 
ety «hall furnish original material 
in which local historians can 'delve 
for years and years to. come.
